Coroner's Inquest. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., May 13.— 


Coroner Ruiz began his inquest on the 
bodies of the victims of the 
wreck.

Joel H. Prescott oi Buffalo was the 
first witness. 
He testified that the 


train was running at a high rate of 
speed at the time of the accident. 
Prescott said he examined the ground 
in the vicinity of the switch and dis- 
cover-^ that a point of a switch rail 
was b*okea off, evidently by the train 
The piece of broken rail was produc- 
ed. This caased the train to leave the 
tracfc.

W. D. BAY! ODD'S TRIAL STARTS-NO JURORS FIISI DAY. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., May ,13.—More 


than 30 persons were killed and a 
score Injured, a number fatally, in the 
wreck of the northbound train on the 
coast line of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road Saturday afternoon. 
The disas- 


ter, which was caused by a defective 
switch, occurred at the lonely station 
of Honda on the Pacific beach. The 
train which was carrying 145 Shrin- 
ers of Buffalo, N. Y-, and Reading, Pa., 
homeward bound, after a week of fra- 
ternizing at Los Angeles, was running 
at a high rate of speed at the time of 
the catastrophe. 


The bodies of a score lie in the 


morgues of Santa Barbara, and ten 
more are at San Luis Obispo. The 
injured, many of whom are terribly 
hurt and will probably die,'are in two 
sanitariums at San Luis Obispo. 


The wreck occurred exactly at 2:35 


o'clock, one hour and 
forty-five 


minutes after the conclave visitors, 
forming a merry party, had spent all 
the morning sight-seeing in Santa Bar- 
bara. _Th<i statement that the train 
was making -terrific Bpeed when ~K' 
struck the defective track, is borne 
out by the fact that it covered the 
sixty-one miles of curves and crooked 
track between here and Honda in ex- 
actly one hundred minutes. 


There was no warning of the im- 


pending calamity. The special plung- 
ed upon the defective switch, and in 
an instant the big locomotive, baggage 
car, diner and Pullman coupled with 
it, -were hurled together in a huge heap 
of wreckage. 
The engine shot for- 


ward on the broken track, tearing up 
the rails and ties, and twisting the 
huge iron spans into fish-hooks. The 
baggage car half buried itself in the 
sand on the right side of the locomo- 
tive. It was smashed almost to kind- 
ling wood. The dining car, in which 
were 32 persons eating their noonday 
meal, leaped into the air and was 
thrown directly on top of the 
de- 


molished locomotive. ^Nearly 
every 


person in this coach was instantly 
killed. Scores were scalded by steam 
escaping from disconnected pipes in 
thft kitchen of the diner. 


Scenes Indescribable. 


The terror and turmoil of the scene 


•was indescribable. Many of those who 
escaped instant death by the first im- 
pact were crushed by the rear coaches 
hurled .upon the wreckage. 
Others, 


pinioned in the debris, were roasted 
alive. The wreckage caught fire from 
the coals of the engine, but was ex- 
tinguished in a few minutes by the 
passengers who escaped injury. 


There were countless deeds of cour- 


age and heroic self-abnegation. A. D. 
Hagerman of Reading, Pa., refused the 
aid of his brother nobles after they 
had dragged him, fatally hurt, from the 
wreck. 'I am dying," he said, "go help 
the women." 


Rajah temple of Reading, occupied 


the last car on the train and were the 
last ones to go forward to the diner. 
The car was filled almost entirely 
with Reading people when the wreck 
occurred. An instant after the smash 
those who were not rendered insen- 
sible or otherwise incapacitated by the 
terrible impact, jumped trom the train 
to render aid.
